The inquiry into the Newport power station 
will be a “whitewash” of the S.E.C. proposals, 
the Williamstown Conservation and Planning So- 


ciety claimed this week. 


The accusation ‘was 
made in a letter from 
Society president Mr, John 
Marks to the Minister for 
Conservation, Mr. Borthw- 
ick, : 

Mr. Marks claimed in 
the letter chat the inquiry 
would be concerned only 
with setting standards 
which would permit the 
power station to operate 
legally. Cone 

He said the Society fear- 
ed that the Environment 
Protection Authority 
would not publish before 
the inquiry the standards 
to’ which the power station 
would have to conform. 

_ “If the inquiry, were to 
proceed along these lines 
it is quite obvious t6 us 
that the inquiry will be a 
whitewash of the SEC pro- 
posals, and that also the 
officers of the EPA con- 
sider themselves (and are 
considered by the SEC and 
the Fuel and Power Min- 
ister) to be unable to 
assess the evidence using 
their own ability or using 
standards that should be 
published before the. in- 
quiry commences,” said 
the letter. 

Mr. Marks said that, in 
order for the society to be 
satisfied that the inquiry 
will be an honest exercise, 
these assurances must be 
given: ; ;
